often quoted as an aphorism.Jlacks that 
important ingredient which is not al- 
ways attached to every patent medicine 
advertisement—truth. There are ani- 
mals that bCHh laugh and weep. There 
are, on the contrarv, races of men, like 
the American Indians and Cingalese 
Veddas, which do not laugh. 


Two-essentials are needed in order to 


produce the physical phenomenon of 
laughter in man—first, facial, vocal, or 
other muscles, including the diaphragm, 
and second, the emotions or ideas which 
give rise-to-ilaughter. Certain animals 
possess both these essentials. 
The 


gorilla possesses the facial muscles, and 
Darwin claims that various monkeys 
have them. All the mammalia, in com- 
mon with man, have the diaphragm, 
which is capable of spasmodic action. 
The chimpanzee is said to smile. The 
smile of tho titi monkey is a playful 
one. The dog cam both smile and grin, 
whether allectionor pleasure, hj pocrisy 
or cunning dictate. 
Dogs distinguish 


tho different kinds of laughter, they 
note the distinction between that which 
is good-humored and that which is sar- 
castic. 
They arc sensitive to ridicule, 


fct not infrequently try to produce 
.aughtcr in man, and deep is their morti- 
fication it they la*. Romance tells us 
oi a Sl;ye terrier that tried to amuse his 
master und provoke his laughter by cer- 
tain tricks it had tausht itself, and was 
sulky it its efforts proved fruitless. 
An 


orann-outang m tho London Zoological 
Gardens showed every sign of pleasure 
when its practical jokes excited men's 
laughter, und Rev. Dr Wood records 
tho instance of a tame jackdaw who en- 
joyed tho fun of .boys' games like leap- 
frog and tag as "much as the boys did 
themselves. 
The pnrtot is a capital laugher. 
He 


laughs at his own practical jokes. 
White, of Selbourne, speaks of the 
heartiness of lanfthter in the woodpeck- 
er. A pet magpie ol Jesse's, he says in 
that iniomptirable "Hbtoiy ot Sol- 
bourne,'' jliad a laugh that was so 
hearty, joyous and natural that no one 
who hcai dit could help 3Oinmg m it. 
Theio arwtaks of certain swallows who 
on (ho successful issue of a practical 
joke played by them on a cat, seemed 
c:uh to *ct iip u laugh at the disap- 
pointed enemy very like the laugh of 
u young child when tickled. Miss 
C'obbc says tho goose has, perhaps, the 
keenest appreciation of humor of any 
animal, unless it bo her own arch en- 
emy, the fo\? 
And she illustrates this 


n-*ition by tho narrative of a practical 
ioku played on a number ot pigs by a 
ilock of geese. Tho poor porkers were 
caused to run tho gauntlet down a lane 
of ^ccse biting at them with their bills, 
simply to frighten them, and that the 
goc->r might 
enjoy the 
terror and 


squealing of the pigs
